The tea of Japan resembles the finest green 
tea of China, known as Moyune, differing 
chiefly in this, that it is perfectly pure and 
free from all coloring matter.

WOKE DISCEETIONARY POWER GIVEN THE SEC- 
KSTARY BONDS AN D INTEREST BEARTN G NOTES. 

The nine hundred millions in bonds, author- 
ized in the first section are made payable at 
such periods as the Beeretary of the Treasary 
may determine, not less than five hor more 
forty years, instead of. twenty years, as fixed 
by the House. In this respect more disere- 
tion is left to the Beeretary of the Treasury, 
and it is | feared that he may prefer a shorter 
to a longer bond—as dangerous experiment in 
the present state of things, since the commer- 
clal world looks more at certainty than at ra- 
pidity of payment. 

A similar extension of 
is given the Secretary in the second hte 
authorizing the emission of four hundred 
lone in interest bearing notes. Instead
